Voting was brisk in West End wards 
Tuesday morning in the special election 


on the $2,250,000. addi al bond issue 
proposal for the coripleti of the Free 


Reports that the ‘voting was much 
lighter in South Side wards, especially 
the Tenth and Eleventh, encouraged the 
workers in behalf of the bond issue. The 
South Side wards are regarded as the 
stronghold of Socialism and of opposition 
to the bond igsue. Leaders of the op- 
position predicted a heavy late vote iin 
those wards, after working hours. 

The polls opened at 6 a. m., and willt 
remain open until7 p.m. A two-thirds 
majority is required to pass che bond 
issue. No other matter is being voted 
on, and marking a ballot is a simple 
matter. The voter favoring the issue 
of bonds scratches the word “No,” and 
the opponent of the bond issue scratches 
the word ‘‘Yes.”’ 

At 8:15 a. m. 42 votes had been cast 
in the ninth precinct of the Twenty- 
fifth, a West End ward, 41 in the 
eleventh precinct, 37 in the second 
and $85 in the seventh. In the Twenty- 
third Ward, thirteenth precinct, the 
vote was 49, and at other precincts

SHANGHAI, Nov. 7.—Dr. Wu ‘Ting 
Fang, who has been chosen director of 
foreign affairs in the reform govern- 
ment established by the revolutionists 
in the Province of Kiang-Su, today gave 
am statement to‘the Associated Press in 
which he amnounced his adherance to 
the movement designed to establish a 
republican form of government in China. 

Dr. Wu Ting Kang has twice been 
Chinese minister to the United States 
in Which country he became widely 
known. He -was first sent to Washing- 


7 Ct ton in. 1897, remaining there until 1902, 


when he was recalled. He returned to 
_ the same post in 197 and was again 
 Wecalled in 1908. 


For a time’ he appeared to have been 


_.relegated permanently to. private life, 
but in August, 1910, he was made coun- 
- itor to the Chinese Foreign Office. His 
‘advanced ideas have not always har- 
monized with the Imperial policy, and 
it has been no secret that recently’ he 
has not wholly sympathized with the 
throne. .

“In each "province a’ governor will be 
selécted, each city and town.giving its 
allegiance to the new Government. The 
whole people of China, north anii south, 
are united against’ Manchu . supremacy 
and the Government at Pekin, which 
is corrupt and prone to be oppressive. 

“I admit there are trémerdous diffi- 
culties before us, but wé must win. We 
guarantee an adherence to foreign: trea- 
ties, whether they’ were mcde unfairly 
or fairly. We will pay our obligations 
to forejgn nations and opeh up all the 
ports of China to foreign trade. Thus 
will be guaranteed an enormous ad- 
vantage to all foreigners as Well as to 
China.’’ 

; Dr. Wu said he fully —5 that 
the reform, movement might lead in 
any .direction, even to anarchy, but all 
the people of China were now prepared 











to show the world the real power of 


the Chinese for orderly conduct, self- 
restraint and loyalty to a fair and hon- 
est Government. 

“I believe the —— of a republic 
is feasibie,”” he said. “If I had been 
asked this question a month ago I 
would have answered that such an out- 
come is impossible. Now I have been 
surprised, but I am convinced. 

“If the young Emperor were allowed 
te remain on the throne a short time, 
perhaps ‘it. would be better, but the 
selection of a new dynastic head and 
& new Emperor would be certain to 
create jealousies and produce a reign 
of anarchy which would result in the 
shedding of much blood. 

Plans Will Take Time, 

“The plans of the reformers have 
been considered for six years. We caa- 
not hope to accomplish everything with- 
in a short time. Trade will be tem- 
porarily damaged and the people incon- 
venienced and frightened: If the mer- 
chants are patient and foreigners re- 
pose confidence in the sincerity of our 


Gesire to avoid bloodshed, rowdyism can, 


be put down and ‘we guarantee a vast 
inerease in foreign trade and improved 
foreign relations, We are determined 
to establish a stable government and 
hope to give China extra territorial 
rights and complete autonomy.” 

Wu Ting. aaid there would be 
no reason for foreign interference, the 
suggestion’ of which they depreciated 
as dangerous and unpalatable to the 
people. They said the reformers wished 
recognition as belligerents wherever a 
responsible local government has been 
set up, as at Shanghai, Wu oe and 
elsewhere.

Rebels at Hankow Reinforced, Fight- 
ing Breaks Out Anew. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov., 7.—Fighting 

has broken out again at Hankow, ac- 


day by the Chinese Free Press. A large 
body of revolutionary troops is said to 
have arrived from Hunan to aid the 
republican army, which has been in 
conflict with the imperialists. 

The imperial command is said not 
to have been reinforced by soldiers from 
the north as the loyalists at Hankow 
had hoped. This is thought to be due 
to the policy of Yuan Shi Kai, the new 
Premier, who asked the .overnment to 
suspend negotiations witn the rebels.

Causes Cancer. 
One of the depositiéns was made by 


Robert Bell, a fellow of the Royal 
Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons and 
physician in charge of the’ cancer re- 
Search department of Battersea Hos- 
pital, 

“IT am opposed to vaccination,” he said 
in his affidavit, ‘‘for the reason that it 
harmful ahd may cause serious 
disease and possibly death. That it is ac- 
countable to a large extent for the 
rapidly increasing death rate from cah- 
cer I’have every. reason to belféve, as I 
am convinced that it predisposes to this 
disease.’’ NX 

Another affidavit is by Dr. Joseph 
Stenson Hooker, a widely known Lon-« 
don practitioner, who says that “I do 
heréby state on oath that I Have seen in 
rey practice as a physician much harm 
done to the health of many children, and 
one or two deaths were accelerated, if 
not actually caused, by the protess of 
vaccination; and that, in my opinion, 
the lymph supplied. by the Government 
cannot; be otherwise than a source of 
danger to many children vapcinated with 
it?’ 

Dr. Charles Sterling Launder made af- 
fidavit that ‘‘from my observation dur- 
ing a medical career of 24 years, the 
lymph used in yaccipation nowadays is 
harmful. and may cause 6énmous injury’ 
and possibly; sometimes, death.” ©

‘by medical men for the information of 
the profession and have never been 
challenged, I submit that they con- 
stitute as near an approach to cer- 
tainty as is attainable in medical tes-| 
timony, about 4000 circulars having been

Beware Tabby! Shun Fido! 

This was the advice given to the St. 
Louis District, Missouri Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, at its ninth annual 
meeting at the Buckingham Club, Mon- 
day afternoon, by Dr. W. P. Cutler, 
State Food Inspector. 

Danger and disease lurk in the so- 
called harmless cat, Dr. Cutler told the 
women. From his point of view the cat 
is neither harmiess or necessary and 


nouse, Neither does he look upon the per 
dog as man’s best.friend., 

“If you ladies would take my advice 
you would go right home and get rid 
of all your pet animals,’’ Dr. Cutler 
said. 


“There would be danger in cats and 
dogs, even if their fur were fumigated 
every 15 minutes. They are constantly 
coming in contact with disease germs 
which cling to their hair. Many women 
| keep their pet dogs and cats out of the 
parlor to prevent them from scratching 
the furniture, but they never think of 
excluding them from the kitchen, where 
*the family food is kept and prepared. 
There is the real danger. These pets 
spread contamination like a pestilence. 
It is high time that women awoke to 
this danger. 

“Especially in the shedding season it 
is impossible to prevent the hair and 
fur of these 
cooking and drinking utensils. 
every hair carries germs.”’ 

Aside from the danger of food con- 
tamination, Dr. Cutler said, a great 
risk is taken in permitting children to 
play with cats and dogs. 

“They breathe the hair and germs into 
their lungs,” he said, and in this way 
are exposed to infection.

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WOMEN ON THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

Federated women’s clubs of the St. Louis dis- 
trict will demand of the next Missouri Legisia- 
ture that women be accorded the right of mem- 
bership on boards of education. 

What valid reason could be assigned for a re- 
fusal of this demand? If Missouri should grant 
school suffrage with eligibility to school offices, 
it would concede only what two-thirds of the 
states in the Union have conceded. A voice in 
the education of their children is generally the 
elementary grant of political privileges to wom- 
en. It was the starting point of their movement 
in practically all of the 31 states in which some 
degree of political responsibility has so far been 
imposed on the feminine citizen. In 17 of. these 
states, the concession consists of school suffrage 
alone. Four other states grant votes for women 
on school matters and on’referendums affecting 
taxes. Kansas grants municipal as well as school 
suffrage and six states full suffrage on an equal- 
ity with men. 

A demand involving so little of an experi- 
mental nature may properly be met in Missouri, 
as much in the interest of the schools themselves 
as oyt of deference to Missouri women. Feminine 
participation in educational direction has had in 
many places marked effects in improving the 
‘schools and preventing the intrusion of partisan 
politics. 
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Today’s elections are of the minor kind, but 
not so much so as not to open the way for a 
vast amount of*explaining. 
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THE ‘‘CRIMINAL MATOH’’ ORDINANCE.
